In the response to the written opinion, dated 6.8.2004 original claims 1 to 5 were 
replaced by new amended claims 1 to 4. New Independent dalm 1 now clarifies, that the 
space for accommodating the cable is defined by the end and side walls of the larger 
hollow part and the endless intermediate wall of the smaller hollow part. New claim 1 
further clarifies that said space comprises an opening adjacent the bottom wall of the 
smaller hollow part and flexible retainer means. Since neither D1, D2 nor D3 disclose 
said features new claim 1 and dependent claims 2 to 4 are thus regarded new and 
inventive.

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CLAIMS 

1) An extension socket device, electcically equipped with a plurality of sodoet \inits 
(15) and a cord storage and dispensing system, comprises a housing body (10)
